WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Senate today confirmed Clar­ 
ence M. Kelley, the police chief 
of Kansas City, as director of 
the FBI. 
He thus became the first FBI 
director ever confirmed by the 
Senate, and the bureau’s first 
permanent 
director

than a year.

Kelley, 61, will succeed the 
legendary 
J. 
Edgar 
Hoover, 
who served as FBI head for 
nearly half a century before his 
death in May 1972.

D. Ruckelshaus have served as 
acting director.

Police described the Clesson 
family as friends of the Work­ 
mans but said as of late Tues­ 
day Workman had not been 
charged with their deaths. They 
said results of the ballistics 
tests would be available early 
Wednesday. 
Neighbors in the area told po­ 
lice Workman had a history of 
mental treatment. 
A neighbor, Mrs. Ann John­ 
son, who lives next door to the 
Workman home, told -police the 
younger Workman was in the 
family’s yard at noon carrying 
a rifle.

today as a severe thunderstorm 
warning was posted for seven 
southern Indiana counties this 
morning. 
The National Weather Service 
issued a severe thunderstorm 
warning for Vanderburgh, War­ 
rick, Posey, 
Pike, Dubois, 
Spencer and. Ferry counties, In 
effect until 10:30 a.m. 
The weather service said the 
warning was issued after a line 
of thunderstoms showed up on 
radar extending from Jasper to 
35 miles southwest of Evans­ 
ville. The line was moving to­ 
ward the southeast. 
Tuesday’s weather took an 
unusual twist, and it’s costing 
Hoosiers, or more likely their 
insurance companies, hundreds 
oí thousands of dollars. 
Severe thunderstorms dan­ 
gling tornadoes and spewing 
torrential rain pounded much of 
Indiana Tuesday afternoon and 
night. Twisters were reported 
throughout the state's midsec­ 
tion, leaving a heavy toll of 
damage, much of in homes 
damaged by toppled trees and 
utility poles. But authorities 
had no reports of serious in­ 
jury.One of the most heavily dam­ 
aged areas, Country Village Es­ 
tates, is a new residential sub­ 
division at Muncie’s northern 
fringe.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Gov­ 
ernment sources say a man­ 
datory allocation system for 
gasoline appears in the offing, 
although a survey by the Amer­ 
ican Automobile Association 
has indicated that the fuel 
shortage may be stabilizing. 
A presidential message on 
energy policy is expected later 
this week, and a decision on 
mandatory controls could be 
announced at that time. 
However, one source in­ 
dicated that mandatory con­ 
trols could be delayed until the 
appointment of an energy pol­ 
icy coordinator in the White 
House. 
Plans to convert the current 
voluntary fuel allocation pro­ 
gram to mandatory controls 
have been approved by the Of­ 
fice of Oil and Gas of the Inte­ 
rior Department, and by Depu­ 
ty Treasury Secretary William 
E. Simon, head of an inter­ 
departmental policy committee, 
sources said. 
The sources indicated that 
'Colorado Gov. John A.,., Love 
has been chosen to serve as 
energy policy coordinator. The 
job was turned down by former 
Pennsylvania Gov. William W. 
Scranton. 
Essentially the mandatory 
program is expected to follow 
the guidelines proposed for vol­ 
untary compliance in May. Un­ 
der those, suppliers were re­ 
quested to provide their cus­ 
tomers with fuel this year in 
the same proportion that they 
received it last year. 
Meanwhile, in its latest na­ 
tionwide survey on the shortage 
of gasoline, the AAA said, the 
number of service stations clos­ 
ing early and on Sunday grew 
from 43 per cent to 47 peur cent 
from a week earlier. The group 
surveyed 3,417 stations along 
main travel routes. 
However, AAA spokesman 
Donald Strickland said the 


shortage “appears to be bot­ 
toming out.” He did not elabo­ 
rate. 
The AAA said only 46 per 
cent of the stations surveyed 
were found to be continuing 
normal operations, compared 
with 53 per cent last week, 64 
per cent two weeks ago and 75 
per cent three weeks ago. 
The report also indicated that 
2 per cent of the stations were 
closed for lack of fuel, another 
2 per cent were temporarily out 
of fuel,, and 10 per cent were 
limiting the amount a customer 
could buy at a -single stop. 
The AAA said the Northwest 
appeared to be hardest Mt, al­ 
though the situation was im­ 
proving there. The club said 32 
per cent of the stations in the 
area were operating normally, 
up from 27 per cent a week 
ago.

Your household expenses 
probably rose more than that. 
An accounting firm, Harris, 
Kerr, For.vter & Co., broke 
down the costs of operating 100 
clubs coast to coast, and now 
you have some dollar signs to 
think about every time you 
make a divot with your five 
iron. 
The biggest Item, as it al­ 
ways ha> been, is? latwr, which 
averaged out in the survey to 
$3,833 a hole, to which must he 
added $437 in payroll taxes and 
employe benefits. 
Course supplies and contracts 
added another Sill9; repairs to 
equipment, 
buildings, 
water 
and drainage systems tacked 
on $597, and “all other ex­ 
penses” put $457 on the tab, 
bringing the total to $6,243. 
But this is an average, and in 
a country so large and diverse 
as the United States, averages 
lie. The operator of a Pacific 
Coast club might give a con­ 
sultant free golf privileges if he 
told him how to reduce his* 
costs to that of a Midwest club. 
He re’s the breakdown: East 
$5,852, South $6,901, Midwest 
$5,166, and Far West $8,150. 
The accounting firm didn’t 
specify the reasons for the 
spread, but topographical and 
climatic conditions, and life 
styles, elearly played a role.

T. C. Steele brought Indiana interna­ 
tional fame in the art world and was hon­ 
ored by the French government for his 
talent in portraiture. He originated the 
Brown County Art Colony and left hun­ 
dreds of paintings which are treasured 
by their owners. Steele had a very distinc­ 
tive style and is one of the few artists ex­ 
celling in landscape, still life, and por­ 
trait painting. 
Few in Rush County realized that 
Steele’s first wife was a Rush County 
girl, and that she and her sister were 
married in a double wedding in Rush 
County. Her sister married a cousin of 
Mr. Steele. Her name was Mary Lakin, 
affectionately called “Libbie,” but the 
brief biography given at the T. C. Steele 
State Memorial in Belmont. Indiana, 
makes no mention of this marriage. 
Does the house still stand in which 
this marriage took place? Are any of his 
three children still living? Does he have 
living relatives in Rush County? His 
first wife accompanied him to Europe for 
study at the Royal Academy in Munich. 
They lived there five years and later 
made their home in Indianapolis. None 
of the paintings done during this period 
is in the museum. There is no picture of 
this first wife there. 
The pictures in the gallery . . .all 300 
of them, were donated to the Indiana De­ 
partment of Conservation by the scond 
wife, who insisted that his studio in his 
211 acre estate be made into a state park, 
and all paintings be preserved there. 
The studios are furnished as they were 
when he painted. His last completed 
landscape hangs there, with another that 
he was working on at the time of his 
death. For a time, the president of Indi­ 
ana University allocated money from the 
budget on a yearly basis so he could re­ 
cord on canvas familiar buildings and 
paths on the scenic campus. 
Mr. Steele was a philosopher as well as 
an artist and has identified each build­ 
ing 
in nis sma 
Greatest of all arts is the art of living 
Outside the building is the inscription: 
“To a people these sanctuaries of the 
spirit are necessary for sanity and 
growth. I use the word ‘sanctuary* ad­ 
visedly, for they are places not only for 
recreation, and enjoyment, but inspira­ 
tion.” Another of the often quoted in­ 
scriptions, “Art is beauty carved from 
life,” and “Seasons come and go ... eter­ 
nal change ... but always with their gifts 
of beauty.” The most famous is the in­ 
scription over the fireplace in this home, 
“Every morning I take off my hat to the 
beauty of the world.” 
Mr. Steele was born near Gosport, but 
since a part of his life must have been 
spent in Rush County, and since he was 
an accomplished painter when he met 
and married Libbie, Rush County should 
identify and locate more information 
about them.

Historie ally, more than 700 
amendments had been proposed 
to the 1851 constitución. Passage 
by two successive legislative 
sessions is required, with an 
election intervening. Only 50 
have passed the two sessions 
for submijsion to voters, wi‘h 
291 being ratified. Only nine 
were passed prior to 1932. 
Courts had held ratification 
required a major ty of all voies 
cast in the election. Since 
amendments appear at 
the 
bottom of the ballot, many 
voters failed to cast a ballot 
on. the proposals. In. 1932, the 
Indiana Supreme Court, ruled a 
p r o p o s e d amendment need 
receive only a majority of the 
votes actually cast on the 
referendum question, and 20 
have been approved since the 
decision.

NEW YORK (AP) — There’s 
a, lively media show you might 
want to catch Thursday night 
on CBS TV, 
particularly if 
you're among those who think 
network news departments are 
filled with rascals, buffoons and 
poltroons. 
The show, “Anatomy of a 
Newa Story,” doesn’t spill any 
beans in that respect, but it 
does offer a reasonably thor­ 
ough, behind-the-lines look at 
the way a major network cov­ 
ers a major story. 
The story was the 1972 GOP 
National Convention in Miami 
Beach. CBS News sent a docu­ 
mentary team, headed by pro­ 
ducer-re porter John Sharnick, 
to cover the way CBS’ news­ 
men handled the proceedings. 
Special emphasis was put on 
the way they reported demon­ 
strations; as you’ll recall, the 
networks came under heavy 
criticism for the way they cov­ 
ered the violent street battles 
that accompanied the 1968 
D e m o c r a t i c National Con­ 
vention in Chicago. 
CBS correspondent Dan Rath­ 
er notes at the start of “Anato­ 
my” that the 1972 conventions 
and the threat of similar in­ 
cidents 
provided 
“a 
good 
chance for a case study of tele­ 
vision news in action—not by 
way of trying to debate the 
charges, but simply to give you 
some basis on which to make 
your judgments.” 
He calls the program “a. 
form 
of 
self-examination,” 
which is partly correct. CBS 
newsmen, a field producer and 
cameramen are asked about 
their coverage of the scenes 
outside the convention hall, 
a'bo ut what they saw and howr 
they reacted to it. 
“Anatomy” is a good primer 
for viewers who never before 
have seen the actual pressures 
and workings of a network 
news department as it covers a 
constantly changing story. 
It’s at its best in capturing 
the organized pandemónium of 
the control room, where CBS 
News executives facing banks 
of flickering 
screens 
must 
make fast, intelligent decisions 
while talking with and hearing 
from two, three or more people 
simultaneously. 
They’ve got to sort it all out 
from a wall of television im­ 
ages—Walter Cronkite awaiting 
his cue; prosperous delegates

T. Agnew; demonstrators m 
blue jeans and Army fatigues 
marching toward what could 
become a bloody street fight 
with police; Dan Rather stand­ 
ing by to interview John Eta- 
rlichman.

Judge Declares ‘Open Door’ 
Press Policy At Murder Trial 


KOKOMO, Ind. (AP)-How- 
ard Circuit Court Judge Robert 
J. Kinsey declared an open 
door policy today on news cov­ 
erage of a murder case which 
stirred a free press-fair trial 
controversy in Indiana. 
The judge vacated prior or­ 
ders issued by Starke Circuit 
C o u r t Judge 
Marvin 
D. 
McLaughlin and Marshall Cir­ 
cuit Court Judge Tom R. Huff. 
He also denied a motion to in­ 
tervene which was filed by the 
South Bend Tribune. 
“To the extent courtroom 
space permits, and subject to 
customary .rul.es of courtroom 
behavior, the court orders that 
reporters from interested seg­ 
ments of the news media shall 
have the same right and privi­ 
lege of attending open court 
proceedings as enjoyed by any 
other citizen or member of the 
general public,” Judge Kinsey 
said in his order. 
The controversy came to 
head when Judge Huff at an 
April 11 arraignment ordered 
newsmen to leave his court­ 
room after ’they refused to par­ 
ticipate in pool reporter cov­ 
erage of the proceeding. 
The South Bend Tribune, four 
other northern Indiana news­ 
papers and a radio station ap­ 
pealed the order to the Indiana 
Supreme Court. The court 
heard the case, but continued it 
after the case was venued out 
of Judge Huffs court. 
The case was venued to How­ 
ard Circuit Court earlier this 
month and Kinsey will hear the 
trial of William Dauber of Val­ 
paraiso, charged with first-de­ 


gree murder in 'the slaying of 
Michael. Ragan, 25, Mishawaka, 
a former South Bend used car 
dealer. Police described the 
murder as a gangland-style ex- 
ecut ion. 
The ease originally started in 
Starke County, then, was ve­ 
nued to Marshall County under 
Judge Huff.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Senate has voted a sharp cut­ 
back of U.S. foreign military 
aid, setting it at a level a little 
more than half that requested 
by the Nixon administration. 
The $770- mill ion military aid 
bill for the new fiscal year is 
less than the $1.08 billion being 
spent this year. The new au­ 
thor iza* ion was approved 50 to 
42 Tuesday night. 
The Nixon administration had 
requested $1.31 billion. 
Administration 
backers 
de­ 
feated a mandatory four-year 
phaseout of military assistance 
grants. They failed to restore 
major funding reductions voted 
by the Senate Foreign Rela­ 
tions Committee. 
“This marks the end of the 
United States 
assistance pro­ 
gram s,” said Sen. Barry Gold- 
water, R-Ariz. “ It is a signal to 
the rest of the world that we 
are pulling in our horns.” 
The 
bill now 
goes 
to the 
House, where the Foreign Af­ 
fairs Committee already is con­ 
sidering foreign aid legislation. 
The Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee, meanwhile, is lis­ 
tening to administration pleas 
for authorization of $1.056 bil­ 
lion for foreign economic assist­ 
ance programs. 
The Senate bill earmarks $420 
million for nine countries, in­ 
cluding $150 million for Cam­ 
bodia and $119 million for South 
Korea.

phase-out of military grant aid 
over four years.

Economic Opportunity’s Antipo­

run by local 
community action agencies. 
The bill would keep them go­ 
ing for another year.

The House also added $225 
million to the program, for1 edu­ 
cationally

children, 
raising the total to $1.8 billion. 
'Besides reducing 'the1 amount, 
Nixon wanted to include the

package,

proposal rejected by Congress. 
Other big increases in the bill 
were $197.2 rn.iB.ion for hospital 
construction, $324.6 million for 
health manpower training, and 
$111.9 million for mental health 
programs. 


Dean Wavers On 
Some Testimony 


WASHINGTON (AP) — John 
W. Dean III testified today that 
he did not tell President Nixon 
personally and directly the sto­ 
ry of Watergate and the cover- 
up last Sept. 15, but nonetheless 
believes Nixon knew. 
'While the ousted White House 
counsel faced detailed and in­ 
tensive Republican questioning 
at the Senate’s televised Water­ 
gate hearings, a top official of 
Nixon’s 
re-election 
campaign 
committee pleaded guilty to a 
charge of conspiring to obstruct 
justice. 
Frederick 
C. 
La Rue, 
44, 
wealthy Misissippi oilman who 
was in charge of the South in 
Nixon’s 1968 presidential cam­ 
paign, made the surprise ap­ 
pearance and plea in U.S. Dis­ 
trict Court. He waived his right 
to grand jury indictment. 
The 
single 
charge 
was 
brought by a 
special prose­ 
cutor, 
who said La Rue has 
been cooperating with the gov­ 
ernment in the Watergate cov­ 
er-up case. 
As Dean testified for a third 
day before the Senate investi­ 
gators, Sen. Edward J. Gurney, 
R Fla., said his charge that the 
President was aware of the Wa­ 
tergate cover-up late last sum­ 
mer seemed based on an Im­ 
pression.
